The néw Finance Minister is gp- 
timistic over the condition of the 
French Treasury. He is of the belief 
that if politics can be withdrawn 
from finances, the present perplext- 
ties will be removed in a most 6atis- 
factory manner. 

"The situaticn of the Treasury !s 
by no means bad. JT have no anxi- 
ety about it,”’ he is reported to have 
seid. As proof that the country does 
not lack confidence in the future, he 
cites the sales of the National De- 
fence Bonds which on a single day, 
earlier in the month, exceeded ro- 
payments by 74 million francs. 

Anxiety to Disappear 

“IT am convinced,” he declared, 
“that if we apply ourselves to tho 
settling of the financial problem 
apart from all political considera- 
tions, we shall end by solving it un- 
der the most satisfactory condition. 
With that result attained, we shall 
see uneasiness and anxiety disap- 
pear.” 

Further changes in the Ministry 
are not likely to have much effect on 
the financial situation. It is now 
commonly realized that a solution to 
the problem confronting the Gov- 
ernment will be found. With the 
budget balanced and public finances 
restored to equilibrium, the gradual 
but certain appreciation in the ex- 
change value of the French franc 
may be expected to begin. 

A brief resume of the progress in 
Francé's economic status, during the 
past year, would include the follow- 
ing: mining industries equalled and 
in many cases considerably surpass- 
ed pre-war production figures. The 
yield of the French mines, including 
Alsace-Lorraine production, for the 
whole year exceeded by nearly 2 bil- 
lion tons the 1913 output. Produc- 
tion of fron and pig iron has attained 
pro-war figures. Production of eteel 
already exceeds the 1913 output con- 
siderably. Cereal crops have reach- 
ed the highest fgures known since 
the war. The wheat crops total &% 
million Pulptais, representing an in- | 
crease of 13 million quintals over the 
crop for the previous year; moro- 
over there has been an appreciable 
increas® in the amount yielded per 
hectare,
